“The present tendency Is to- 
ward stabilisation of exchange 
rates with reference, to gold, and 
toward the introduction of sflver, 
and coins of minor denominations 
in place of paper money.

Countries which 
have tow stabilised their currencies 
with reference to gold ‘include 


|the following: Austria, Gegnany, 


Poland, Hungary, Czecho Slovakia, 
Russia, Latvia, Lithuania, Finland, 
Sweden, Switzerland,and Holland.’

“Tf Mr. Norman Angell over 
writes a postscript, based’ on the

wing side—France, Belgium, Italy, 
Greece, and England.” (England

finally . won, but diverted her 
energies to revolution and political 
experiment,” Mr. Withers ..con- 
tinues. :

Lit was. carricd-onf largely through 


the assistance of external financial 
aid, provided chiefly through the 
influence of Powers which had 
helped to bring about their 
defeat, — ' 

~ “So that Mr. Angell will be 
able to show that one of the 
abilities of a victorious modern 
Power js an obligation to provide 
ways and means for setting: the 
defeated enemy on its financial 
legs again, and, if jt carves slices 
out. of the defeated enemy's 
former empire, of providing the 
new States that are thus created 
with the finance required for their 
start in life. 

“The reasons for this obligation 
may be, asin the case. of the assist- 
ance. given to Austria and 
Hungary, chiefly, charitable, or 
they may be based, as in the ex. 
ample of the loan to Germany, on 
the belief that it was the only way 
to secure indemnity payments— 
but whatever the reason, there the 
curious’ fact remains that the 
victors have helped to put the 
vanquished on their legs again as 
far as currency matters 
concerned, while among the vice 
tors the United States:alone are on 
the gold standard, but . are 
serlously embarrassed by the pos.

ity ee

A POPULAR FALLACY. 


“The idea that ‘after a war a 
large part of the costs of the war 
had been handed down to posterity 
was, to Lord Bradbury’s mind, a 
complete fallacy. The costs of a 
war, in the proper sense, were 
paid during the war. 

“You could not’ expend on the 
purposes of -fighting, .or on any: 
thing else, anything you had not 
got, War.debts were questions not 
of payraent but “of” repayment. 
One was apt to associate debt with | 
poverty. But so -far as these war. 
debts were concerned, the world in

Poorer as the result of them. 

“The preasure of internal debt 
at the present moment in this 
country was without the least 
doubt a serious handicap to indus- | 
try and production, and the-country 
was impoverished to the extent to 
which production was impeded.’ 
That was an indirect effect, not the’. 
direct, of the existence of the debt. 

“The debt which a country owed. 
to its own citizens represented a 
redistribution. of national wealth. 
A debt which a nation owed toa 
foreign country represented a call 
by the creditor country on the pro. : 
duction and wealth of the debtor.

ship, The difficulties arising out of 
the foreign debt were difficulties 
which could only ultimately be met 
by hard work, high production, 


and intelligence on the part of the 


community.”

Schools that had been parading 
the streets in connection with the 
June first celebration now held 
meetings—that is, the Student 
Unions did—and’ other meetings 
of a violent sort were called in the 
hall of’ the Educatiodal Agsocias 
tion. .

At last Wedaesday’s Publi¢ 
Meeting of the Hongkong Lodge. 
The Theosophical Society a lecture 
was given on “Some Difficuities [ 
of the Inner Life.” The Lecturer’ 
said in part:—The difficulty one

that there seems to bea want of 
attractiveness in our ideals,.¢ven 
though one may have intellectually 
decided that their realization ' is 
desirable. There arise. two 
questions, why do we not want that 
which. we see is desirable and 


can we do to make ourselves.want 
that- which we know to be 
the best for ourselves and 
the, world? When we turo our 
attention ‘inwards, we see a be- 
wilderiog multiplicity of “I's” 
and are stunned by the clamour of 
opposing -voices, all coming ap- 
parently frem ourselves. But 
consciousness is a unit, and it 
appears in the outer world as 
many simply because it presents 
itself’ there through different 
media, as an electric current in 
platinum wire may appear as light, 
in iron as heat, round a bar of soft 
iron as magnotic energy, or in a 
solution ag a power to decompose 
and recombine. As consciousness 
works ... through. the: -intuitfonal, 


becomes blinded by the ‘material 
that enwraps it, and by illusion 
identifies itself with the craving of 
|the senses, the reasoning of the 
intellect, and cries “I think,” “ 

eel,” “I want.” As evolution 
proceeds, man learns to kzow 
himself to be life, not forms, bliss 
not desire, knowledge not thought, 
and then first he becomes con- 


| 


{scious of unity, then alone he 


finds peace. Consciousness, at the 
present stage of evolution, has 
its centre normally in the astral 
{emotional and desire) body. The 
first thing then to realise ig_that 
the desire nature ts not our Self, 
but its instrument, 9 most valu- 
lable instrument which is only 
badly used.
